If the secretary's recommendations 
had been followed congress would see 
left on the statute books taxes ag-

BY PERSIA QUAKE 


100,000 Flee; Only Two 
Alive in One Valley. 


PARIS, June 17.—[{United News.]— 
New earthquake shocks in Persia have 
wiped * 3,000 more persons and de- 
stroyed eight villages in the last week, 
according to meager reports. 

The shocks continue as 100,000 per- 
sons, their homes destroyed by earth- 
quakes throughout the last months, 
are fleeing in terror from the Kham- 
seh region. 

Scientists here believe there is a 
connectiofi between the remarkable ac- 
tivity of Vesuvius, Etna, and other 
Italian volcanos, the lava flows re- 
cently reported from Hawaii, and the 
Persian disaster. 

Folted to Eat Grass.

MOSCOW, June 17.ä— We ae still 
unable to estimate the total death roll 
ot the Torbat earthquake,“ said the 
Persian ambassador today, “but we 
know that many thousands were killed 
and thousands more were injured. 

“Phe uninjured have been deprived 
of their homes and other possessions 
and are without food. They are wan- 
dering in misery, some eating grass 
and herbs. Perhaps America, always 
so generous to the less fortunate than 
herself, can aid us. 

“Persia is poor and the district af- 
fected is nearly a thousand miles from 
our capital, Teheran, in the region 
where there is no mail or transport.

to work in Russia, aud who said at 
that time: “There is lack of confidence 
on one side and uspiclon on the 
other,” to speak. 

M. Litvinoff said: It was the proud- 
est day of my life when I signed the 
Riga agreement. I admit saying there 
was lack of confidence and suspicion: 
but the suspicion vanished the day fol- 
lowing the entrance of the Americans 
into Russia. When the next agree- 
ment is signed between these two na- 
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tions there again will be lack of con- 
fidence on one side and suspicion on 


| the other, which doubtless again will 
varnish.” 


M. Kameneff, acting head of the 
government, in his address said: 

“The thanks we give here tonight 
are nothing when compared with the 
gratitude of the millions of children 
‘whose lives and future existence de- 
pended on the American relief admin- 
istration. America alone displayed 
enough courage to come to Russia in 
her hour of great need.”
